epidemic which is to outrival all previous 
plagues and epidemics in history, and one 
which, because of its insidious approach 
and its subtle complications, will rob the 
nation of its intellectual leaders 


Less is known about brain and nerve 
tissue 2nd their functions, by the average 
physician, than almost any other organs 
and functions, of the human body. Mod 
ern medics hawe been so busily engaged 
in chasing down the germs of organic 
disease, that they have grossly neglected 
the factors that enter into functional 
disorders, nervousness and insanity.. And 
it is in this field that, we are told the 
plague is coming, 


Let us take stock of the situation and 
wee whether the prophecy, made first 
about ten years ago, is to be taken seri- 
ously. And if so, what is to be done 
about it 


The nation has lost three men in a few 
short years, each of whom served as 
President. The physiologists and ortho 
dox merle, point to two of these men as 
victims of organic disease, but reluctantly 
admit that "over-work" had much to do 
with their passing. Of the other. man, 
who during the world war, challenged the 
attention of the entire world, they have

It is no secret that nearly every peni- 
tentiary, insane hospital and prison in the 
country is over-crowded. And nothing is 
being done about it, except to plan build- 
ing more of them. 


Of course the big men of the country 
are not filling these institutions. The 
average man is doing that. The big man 
goes to a private sanitarium in most 
cases, if he has committed no crime. 


The world looks on and shrugs its 
shoulders. "It is the war," And that's 
that. Naturally, the war had much to 
do with: it. Government statistics state 
that hy 1929, one war veteran in every 
twenty will have become a victim of in- 
sanity. The peak will have been reached 
by that time, they say. 


There is a correlation between the in- 
crease in insanity among war veterans 
and similar conditions in those who 
stayed at home.» Just what this corre- 
lation is, has not been det —ined. One 
striking feature has been marked, namely, 
that many war profiteers have been the 
victims of mental and nervous disorders. 
Likewise, their families have suffered. 


Many thousands of “shell shock” cases 
are represented by men, who never heard 
a gun fired.  Multitudes of men who 
never left the training camps are victims 
of this war neuroses, and it is just as 
serious as though the individual had been 
under shell fire. Hate, fear, suspense, 
repressions, unwarranted discipline, all 
these reap their toll of men who saw no 
active service. And in many cases, simi 
lar conditions existed in certain commun- 
ities among civilians 

This article will not deal with the war 
veteran problem. I have discussed that 
in the public press in past years. We are 
concerned now with a slightly different, 
even if overlapping problem 

True, some of our greatest brains are 
found in men who served in the war 
Their suicides, failures, deaths and crimes 
are supposed do be faken care of by 
governmental agencies But enough of 
that I have ceased to write on the sub 

ct. due to the apathy on the part of the 
public 

But evéry person is interested, if he 
thinks that he, as an individual, is con- 
cerned. If a nervous disorder is threat- 
ening him, it becomes a different propo 
«on And here is what Paul von 
Boeckman Says: 


“T predict that not far in the future 
malady involving the nervous system will 
become an epidemic and that this epidemic 
will destroy the brains of the world, for 
it is the thinking class who especially 
overtax their nerves. (See the Rocine 
article on the Phosphorus type in the 
November Occult Digest). The plague 
will be far more terrible than the great 
plagues of past ages which nearly depop 
ulated the civilized world. 


“The Infantile Paralysis epidemic, 
which we had a few years ago, it is 
agreed among medical men, was essen 
tially a nerve disease, and the medical 
profession, great as is its knowledge of 
disease and its origin, had to confess that 
it could do nothing to check or control 
the disease. 


“If we may reason by analogy, then we 
may assume that this epidemic will re- 
appear in a more virulent form, so that 
adults will contract it as readily as did 
children in the former epidemic.” 


Is von Boeckman an alarmist? He, 
probably, has made as many diagnoses of 
nervous disorders as any living man. It 
is said that he predicted the influenza 
epidemic, the early death of professional 
athletes, the infantile paralysis epidemic, 
and other calamities. He claims no oc- 
cult power. He is the author of a very 
sensible treatise on nervousness and has 
a reputation for common sense nervous 
treatment, 


Here is another savant, an orthodox 
medical man, who says in his book: The 
Mastery of Nervousness— 

“Every great step forward in the 
complexity of man's existence has been 
marked by nervous disasters.” 


Dr. Paul S. Carroll, appears as sane 
and sensible as von Bocckman, but like 
the latter, he calls this the Age of Ner- 
vousness, and elsewhere in his excellent 
treatise, says: 


“Modern restlessness is everywhere in 
evidence. Stolidity is rare; stability, ex- 
ceptional. Our children are restless and 
uneasy, constantly planning diversion and 
pleasure. Even the three-year-old child 
begs to go down town to the picture 
show 

"Modern life is high tension life—a 
life of increasing strain. Modern social 
life puts a premium: on emotional in 
tensity. Modern stimuli are increasing 
much faster than our nervous training 
for adaptation Great as is man's ca- 
pacity for complex adjustments, the 
multiplying demands ot modern life are 
coming too fast.”

stance, manslaughter is the killing of a human 
upon a sudden heat, murder in the second degree is kill- 
ing purposely and maliciously with intent, while murder 
in the first degree is killing with premeditated malice. 
And likewise, in all crimes, the facts that show the intent 
and degree of mental effort are the facts relevant to the 
case. In contract law it is the act that is the evidence 
of the meeting of the parties’ minds upon a definite sub- 
ject that is called the contract. In man’s legal position 
in society he must act as a reasonable man should act 
under like circumstances and if he does not, and injures 
another, he thereby becomes subject to suit and damages. 
So in criminal law, in contract law and in the law of 
torts, we find the mental element is the greater part of 
the standard by which his acts are governed. 


The unquestionable close relation of hypnotism with 
psychology brings us to consider the importance of 
hypnotism in the legal field of the court room and of 
the actions of people in daily life. 

In the consideration of hypnotism with the law, new 
phenomena in psychology are suddenly brought to light. 
Conditions of mind which are astonishing are caused by 
them, and one cannot but think of a whole series of 
criminal acts being carried out unconsciously, by persons 
under the influence of another person, who having been 
sent in a given direction without their own knowledge 
and now act in a manner which defies the law because of 
the condition of irresponsibility in the subject. 

In the lethargic and cataleptic stages or hypnosis, the 
patient is exclusively passive; he loses all consciousness 
of the world around him and is therefore exposed de- 
fenselessly to any attack and any outrage that may be 
committed ‘upon him. He can be made, in these states, 
to swallow poison, inhale noxious gases, or become com- 
pletely intoxicated without leaving any trace behind. 
Unconscious violations and indecent assaults may take 
place. Such cases are not very uncommon, and it is found 
in many cases that women and old men were illegally 
influenced by hypnotism. The somnambulist, too, is 
capable of being directed in any fashion, reacting 
passively under the hypnotic influence. The subject 
can be led to make manual gift of his property, and to 
sign a note, bill or any kind of a contract. And such 
note taken as valid because of the signatures being 
present and apparent proper execution, 

The subject is ready to carry out the 
legal formulae with a calm assurance which would de- 
ceive the most skillful lawyers. In criminal matters, a 
man under suggestion can bring false accusations, and 
maintain earnestly that he has taken part in some hor 
rible offense of which the accused was a party. 

Homicidal suggestion seems not to have been noticed 
by medical jurist, and hypnotical criminals have not yet 
been so fortunate as to be detected in an unmistakable 
manner.

The first medico-legal inquiry which occurs to the 


student of hypnotism is whether the hypnotic subject 
will accept criminal suggestion?

the affirmative. The ethics of the medical profession as 
well as for their protection against false charges, prevent 
any experiments except when in the presence of wit- 
nesses. 

In Germany when animal magnetism was flourishing 
as a popular fad and in other parts of Europe there were 
a number of cases where the subject had been assaulted 
in the hypnotic sleep, and in most of the cases the sub- 
ject could have no recollection of what occurred. Ina 
few cases the subject was conscious of what happened 
but had no power to resist. A very peculiar phenomena 
arises where the injury may result because of repeated 
hypnotization by inattention of the operator as to prob- 
able effects upon the physical condition of the subject 
Such was the case of Spurgeon Young of New York, 
where an autopsy was held over the body of Young 
who was a colored lad, seventeen years of age and the 
question was—how far his death was due to, or traceable 
to his condition as affected by the repeated placing of 
the lad in an hypnotic sleep by amateur operators in 
which it was thought he received injuries resulting in 
his death. This question was put by the coroner to lead- 
ing medical jurists all over the country. 

Mr. Thomson J. Hudson, in reply said, “In my opin 
ion there could be but one inevitable result, namely, a 
shattered nervous organism, leading eventually, if life 
is prolonged, to imbecility or insanity. I have been led 
to believe that there are few bodily diseases that may 
not be produced by abnormal mental and nervous con 
ditions. For who will pretend to assert that any tissue 
of the body is beyond the range of nervous influence

All those scientists who have * 
spoken of and recommended. color 
radiations as the means of healing, 
from Dr. E. B. Babbitt to Dr. J. 
Stenson Hooker, Dr. Kerrison B. 
Taylor, Dr. George H. Zeller, Dr. 
E. B. Bowers and Dr. George Starr 
White, tell practically the same 
thing about how the different color 
radiations act and what diseases 
they cure. Experience proves that 
they have found the truth; clair- 
voyants corroborate it by telling, 
that when in an aura a color radia- 
tion is weak, it means a certain dis- 
ease, and also that this can be cured 
by artificially strengthening the 
weak color radiation. 

That artificial strengthening can 
be done in different ways. The 
abovementioned physicians have 
either used solar radiation, directly 
or by means of electric light, 
through colored panes of glass or 
through water from colored bottles, 
which for some time have been ex- 
posed to sunlight, as Dr. Babbitt 
did and his followers still do; or 
through colored glass bulbs, a 

method originated by Dr. Niels Fin- 

sen of Copenhagen, whose “red 
light" cures of lupus and small pox 
in his phototherapeutic institute be 
came world-famous, The occultist 
uses identical color radiations, gen- 
erally without any external appa- 
ratus and through the medium of 
his own higher vehicles, in that way 
becoming in the full sense of the 
word a channel for the healing 
forces of nature. 
Empirically it has been discov- 
ered and demonstrated that melan- 


choly, anemic condition, tuberculo- 
paralysis, cancer, physical ex- 

haustion, and debilitated conditions 
in general are cured by red radia- 
tion, which animates, stimulates 
and warms the blood and through 
that the nerves and the muscles. 
This being so, then the non-clair- 
voyant may take for granted, even 
if he cannot in the aura observe the 
scarcity of red, that this radiation 
is weak there and should be 
strengthened. Dr. White has diag- 
nosed this by an ingenious method 
and has cured the above-mentioned 
diseases by ruby-red radiation from 
colored globes. He has also cured 
alcoholic conditions with deep prune 
radiation, and deep-seated neurotic 
conditions, paranoid, etc, with 
magenta radiation. 

Red radiation directed toward an 
aura that needs no such strengthen- 
ing causes a feeling of heat and dis- 
comfort, of irritation to the nerves 
and a stimulation of the procreative 
faculties. 

When there is lack of vitality in 
the system, when sarcoma or other 
malignant growths are weakening 
it, when constipation, impaired di- 
gestion and, for women, abnormal 
pelvic conditions peculiar to their 
sex are in evidence, or when a per- 
son suffers from neuralgic or rheu- 
matic pam, the orange radiation is 
weak in the aura, and the cure is 
orange radiation, which like the red 
is animating, stimulating and warm- 
ing, but to the nerves rather than 
to the blood, and in a somewhat 
milder way. 

In cases of congestion, especially 
of the respiratory organs, the throat 
and the lungs, and of nerve exhaus- 
tion, yellow radiation is weak in the 
aura of the sufferer, and yellow 
radiation heals. In constipation, 
impaired digestion, and in abnormal 
pelvic conditions peculiar to wom- 
en, yellow—or orange—radiation 

will give relief, as Dr. White has 
demonstrated. Yellow is a splendid 
nerve stimulant, but injurious to an 
over-excited system. 

Weak green radiation in the aura 
is indicated by liver intoxication 
and jaundice, by typhoid fever and 
influenza, which are healed by 
green radiation. For typhoid, blue- 
green is the proper shade; for in- 
fluenza, red-green, which animates 
the nerves and cools the blood. 

Blue radiation is weak and should 
be supplied in cases of headache, 
toothache, neuralgia, rheumatism, 
general nervousness, sciatica, hem- 
orrhage, malaria, blood diseases 
(such as syphilis) and cerebro- 
spinal conditions. Blue radiation is 
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cooling to the blood, soothing to the 
nerve and vascular anti 
septic, astringent, refrigerant, febri- 
fuge, sedative.

Indigo radiation 1s weak in the 
case of wounds, internal irritations 
and skin diseases; and here indigo 
radiation is healing. Like blue and 
violet, indigo is an electrical color, 
and its radiation is cooling to both 
blood and nerves, as well as anti- 
septic. 

Violet radiation is weak in stom- 
ach diseases caused by defective 
digestion, as Dr. J. Stenson Hooker 
has demonstrated. Like the blue 
radiation, it soothes the nerve and 
vascular systems, especially where 
inflammatory and nervous condi 
tions predominate. Violet radiation 
heals kidney intoxicants, urethrics, 
and gonorrhea; like the blue radia- 
tion it is astringent, refrigerant, 
febrifuge and sedative, and like 

that it is a cure for-sciatica, hem- 
orrhage, cerebro-spinal conditions, 
neuralgia, rheumatism, and general 
nervousness. 

Red, orange and yellow radiations 
are warm; they are stimulating in 
the order they are mentioned. Red 
is a hot and very exciting color; 
orange is vitalizing and warm; yel- 
low gives, like a sunshine in June, 
a sense of contentment and happi- 
ness, and a pleasant warmth. These 
vibrations give a sweetish, alkaline 
taste and smell. 

Green and violet radiations are 
more cool than the three mention- 
ed; their taste and smell is a mix- 
ture of sweet and sour. 

Light blue (deep sky blue) and 
indigo radiations are cool; they 
have a cooling and calming effect, 
and they give a sour, acidic taste 
and smell. 

Light green excites in a mild 
way, stimulates and strengthens. 
Dark green acts very much like 
corrosive sublimate; it aids putre- 
faction and dissolution, and it re- 
moves parasitic growths, such as 
cancer. But a ring of indigo radia- 
tion must be placed around the 
growth, before the dark green ra- 
diation is sent to it, to prevent the 
surrounding parts from being hurt. 

Orange radiation has a particular 
affinity to the heart chakra, the re- 
ceiving apparatus of the human 
body for the vitality sent out from 
the sun. This chakra is also the 
best transmitter of any healing ra- 

diation that is sent through the ve- 
hicles of a healer to a patient. 

H, P. Blavatsky told us that yel- 
low radiation strengthens the right 
eye, and indigo radiation the left 
eye. This information started her 
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pupils on the exploration journey, 
which ended with their discovering 
Occult Chromotherapy.

In the period of frequent corre- 
spondence with the Masters, when 
Mme. H. P. Blavatsky was their 
representative and our teacher, the 
following remarks by an Adept 
were quoted by the Vice-President 
of the Theosophical Society, the 
General Secretary of the American 
Section, William Quan Judge, in 
his monthly magazine The Path for 
August, 1889, p. 150: All illness, 
disease, and abnormalities of the 
body come from astral planes. The 
physical cannot infest the astral. 
The occult and the physical must 
never be mixed up. It is absolutely 
necessary to concentrate on one or 
the other. 


“There is good and evil in every 
point of the universe, and if one 
works, however indirectly, for one’s 
own partiality, one becomes to that 
extent a black magician. It is 
necessary when acting to lose all 
sense of identity and become an 
abstract power. 


“Occultism demands perfect jus- 
tice and absolute impartiality. When 
a man uses the powers of nature 
indiscriminately, with partiality and 
with no regard to justice, it is black 
magic.

OR those who prefer to read the marvelous rec- 

ords of the Heavens in the starry firmament itself, 

rather than in the signs and symbols of the astro- 
loger's chart, it is vastly easier to consider the meridian, 
or medium coeli, the point directly overhead, as a guide 
than to take the ascendant or Eastern Horizon as the 
center of vision. Therefore we will turn our eyes dur- 
ing the month of January directly overhead, there to 
discover the drama of the challenge of the Bull ( Taurus) 
to Orion. 


The constellations which pass our meridian in the 
months of January, February and March present to us 
the most brilliant and interesting portion of the heavens. 
The stars in these constellations are so brilliant, and the 
designs so simple that even the most inexperienced may 
gain the thrill of tracing them out. 


Now Taurus appears to be in a great state of rage at 
Orion, who, brilliantly girt, with a club in one hand, and 
sword in belt, is ready to give battle to the Bull. From 
this it has been argued that Orion was the first candidate 
for political preferment but the fact that he has never 
yet thrown the bull—but only threatened to, makes the 
story a little hard to believe. 


Taurus is now the second sign, and third constellation 
of the Zodiac, but along about the time Father Ahraham 
was tending his sheep—some 4000 years ago—the year 
opened when the Sun was in Taurus, and for more than 
2000 years the Bull was the leader of the Zodiacal 
hosts. Then it was Aries, the Ram—and now the 
Fishes, or Pisces, lead the procession under the sign, 
Aries. 


Taurus contains 141 visible stars, including the two re-- 
markable clusters, the /7yades and the Pleiades. The 
Pleiades is on the shoulder, and the Hyades in the face 
of the Bull. 


According to fable, the Pleiades were the seven 
daughters of tlas and nymph Pleione, or, if you are 
more literal minded, say, with Dr. Hutton, that Atlas, 
being the first astronomer to note the cluster, named 
them after the daughters of his wife, Pleione. At any 
rate Mrs. Atlas did a good job of raising the family, 
for only one of them went wrong, She was Merope, 
who married a mortal, and for that reason her star is 
the dimmest of the cluster. Her sisters are called 
Aleyone, Merone, Maia, Electra, Tayeta, Sterope and 
Celeno. They are fairly bright girls as you can see. Dr. 
Hook, who wanted a better look at the seven sisters, 
pushed a telescope in their direction, and discovered a 
total of 78 stars in the cluster, whereupon Rheita, not to 
be outdone, took a larger lens and found over 200 
Many astronomers since, with better lenses and even 
greater curiosity have found a greater number. 


The most ancient authors Homer, Attalus, and 
Geminus counted only 6 Pleiades, but Simonides, Varro, 
Pliny, Aratus, Hipparchus and Ptolemy numbered them 
as seven and it was said the seventh had been seen with 
the naked eye before the burning of Troy. The 


| 


Pleiades family gets its name from the Greek word Pleein 
to sail, because they were considered at this season of 
the year, the "star of the ocean" to the lost mariner. 
Alcyone is called the “Light of the Pleiades” being of 
the 3rd magnitude and very bright. Her sisters are of the 
4th and Sth magnitudes. The Pleiades, or as they are 
sometimes familiarly known, the seven stars, come to 
the meridian about ten minutes 9 o’clock the 
evening of January 1. According to Hesiod who wrote 
about 900 B. C., the heliacal rising of the Pleiades took 
place on the 11th of May about the time of harvest:

“When, Atlas born, the Pleiad stars 
Before the Sun above the dawning skies, 
"Tis time to reap; and when they sink below 
The morn illumined West 'tis time to sow.“

Thus, in all ages have the stars been observed by the 
husbandman “for signs and for seasons.” 


The Pleiades are also sometimes called Virgiliae or 
“the Virgins of Spring" because the sun enters this 
cluster in the “season of blossoms,” about the 18th or 
19th of May. In Job this allusion is manifest in the 
demand of the Almighty “Canst thou bind the sweet 
influences of the Pleiades?” The Syrian name of the 
Pleiades is Succoth, or Succoth-Benoth, derived from a 
Chaldaic word which signifies “to speculate, to observe,” 
and the “men of Succoth (II Kings, 17:30) have been 
considered to be observers of the stars. 


The Hyades are situated 11° S. E. of the Pleiades, 
and are a melancholy group, sometimes called “the 
weepers" because thev are presumed to influence the 
natural phenomena of rain. They are in the face of 
the Bull, and may be readily distinguished by means 
five stars (although the ancient Greeks counted 7) 
placed as to form the letter V. The most brilliant, on 
the left at the top of the letter is Aldebaran, from which 
the moon's distance is usually computed. It comes to 
the meridian about 9 o'clock on the 10th of January, 
or 48% minutes after Aic yone on the first. When Aries 
is about 27° high, Aldebaran is just rising in the east, 
so Manilus writes,

X line 15/4 E. N. E. of Aldebaran will point out a 
bright star of the 2nd magnitude in the extremity of the 
northern horn, marked Beta, or El Nath. (This star is 

Iso in the foot of Auriga and is counted in both con- 
stellations). From Beta to Zeta in the tip of the South 
ern horn it is 8^ in a southerly direction. That very 
bright star N. of Beta 17% is Capella (in Auriga). 


Taurus, according to Greek mythology, was the bull 
which bore Europa over the seas to that part of the 
world which bears her name. She was the daughter 
of Agenor, and princess of Phoenecia. She was 
beautiful that Jupiter became enamoured of her, and, 
assuming the shape of a snow white bull, he mingled 


su 
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with the herds of Agenor, while Europa 
and her female attendants were gather- 
ing flowers. Europa caressed the beauti- 
ful animal, and at last gathered enough 
courage to climb upon his back. The god 
immediately rushed for the sea, and swam 
with her to Crete. It is said she lived 
about 1552 B. C. It is probable, how- 
ever, that this constellation had a place in 
the Zodiac before the Greeks began to 
cultivate a knowledge of the stars; and 
that the constellation was the invention 
of either the Chaldeans or the Egyptians. 
Both the Egyptians and the Chaldeans 
worshipped a deity under this figure by 
the name of Apis. And Belzoni is said 
to have found an embalmed bull in one 
of the sacred sepulchres near Thebes. 
In the Hebrew Zodiac the Bull is ascribed 
to Joseph. 

Ptolemy makes the following observa- 
tions: "Those stars in Taurus which are 
in the abscission of the sign, resemble in 
their temperament, the influence of 
Venus, and in some degree that of Saturn 
the stars in the head (except 
Aldebaran) resemble Saturn and partly 
Mercury; and those at the top of the 
horns are like Mars.” By the Kabalists 
Taurus is associated with the Hebrew 
letter Aleph and the first Tarot Trump, 


Whoever looks upward to the constel- 
lation of Orion and learns its name, will 
never forget it. It is too beautifully 
splendid to need description. When it is 
on the meridian, there is then above the 
horizon the most magnificent view of the 
celestial bodies the firmament affords, 
and it is visible to all the habitable world, 
because the equinoctial passes through 
the middle of the constellation. It is 
represented on the celestial maps in the 
figure of a man assulting the Bull with a 
sword in his belt, a club in his right hand, 
and the skin of a lion in the other to 
serve as a shield: 


The center of the constellation is mid- 
way between the poles of the heavens, 
and directly over the equator. It is also 
about 8° W. of the solstitial colure, and 
comes to the meridian about the 23rd of 
January. The whole number of visible 
stars in the constellation is 78. Two are 
of the 1st magnitude, 4 of the 2nd and 3 
of the 3rd and 15 of the 4th. 


Those four brilliant stars in the form 
of a long square intersected in the mid- 
dle by the “Three Stars” or the “belt of 
Orion” about 25° S. of the Bull's horns, 
form the outlines of Orion. 


The two upper stars in the parallelogram 
are about 15° N. of the two lower ones; 
and, being placed on each shoulder, are 
sometimes called the  "epaulettes" of 
Orion. The brightest of the two lower 
ones is in the left foot, and the other, the 
least brilliant of the four is in the right 
knee. To be more particular, Bellatrir, 
a star of the 2nd magnitude, on the W. 
shoulder; Betelguese, a star of the Ist 
magnitude, 7½ E. of Bellatrix, on the 
E. shoulder; Rigel, a splendid star of 
the first magnitude in the left foot on 
the W., and Saiph, a star of the 3rd 
magnitude in the right knee, 844° E. of 
Rigel, 

There is a little triangle of three small 
stars in the head of Orion, which forms 
a larger triangle with the two in his 
shoulders, In the middle of the parallelo- 
gram are three stars of the 2nd magni- 
tude that form the elt,“ forming a line 
about 3° in length. They are sometimes 

* called “the three Kings” because they 
point out the Pleiades and Hyades on 
one side, and Sirius or the Dog star on 
the other, The University of Leipsig 
in 1807 gave them the name of Napoleon, 
d didn't stick, The northernmost star of 


the “belt,” called Mintaka is on the me- 
ridian, nearly over the Equator the 24th 
of January. 

In the “Sword of Orion” a little below 
a star called Thabit, there is a nebulous 
cluster, through which is seen one of the 
most awesome phenomena of the heavens 
Looking ‘with a telescope or strong field 
glass through this cluster, one seems to 
be gazing through a window of our uni- 
verse, out upon another of equal vast- 
ness and complexity. 

According to ancient authorities, Orion 
was the son of Neptune and Queen Eu- 
ryale, a famous Amazonian huntress, and, 
takine after his mother, Orion became 
the greatest of hunters, and boasted that 
there was not an animal on earth he could 
not conquer. To punish this vanity it 
was said that a scorpion sprung up out 
of the earth and bit his foot so that he 
died. At the request of Diana he was 
placed among the stars directly opposite 
to the Scorpion that caused his death. 
Others say Orton had no mother, but 
was the gift of the gods Jupiter, Nep- 
tune and Mercury to a peasant of Boeotia 
as a reward of piety, and that he was in- 
vested with the power of walking over 


the sea without wetting his feet. In 
strength and stature he surpassed all 
other mortals. He was skilled in the 


working or iron, from which he fabricated 

a subterranean palace for Vulcan; he also 

walled in the coast of Sicily from the sea 

and erected temples in it to its gods 

There is a vast amount of mythology of 

interest centered about Orion, which 

space here forbids but which the student 
is urged to seek in standard works upon 
the subject. 

The name of this constellation is men 
tioned in the books of Job, Amos, and 
in Homer. 

According to Ptolemy, the bright stars 
with the exception of Betelgeuse 
Jellatrix, are like Jupiter and Saturn 
is said to give a strong and dignifi 
nature, self-confidence, inconstancy, arro- 
mance, violence, impiety, prosperity in 
trade, and particularly by voyages or 
abroad but also dangers of treachery and 
poison. It was thought by the Romans 
to be very harmful to cattle and produc- 
tive of storms. By the Kabalists it is 
associated with the Hebrew letter Aleph, 
and the first Tarot Trump, "The 
Juggler.” 

Lepus, the Hare, is a constellation lo 
cated directly S. of Orion and comes to 
the meridian at the same time, the 24th 
of January. It has a mean declination 
18° S. and contains 19 small stars of 
which the four principal ones are of the 
3rd magnitude. Zeta, (4th M.) is the 
first star and is situated in the back, 5 
S. of Saiph in Orion. About the same 
distance below Zefa are four principal 
stars in the legs and feet. These form a 
square, Alpha and Beta (otherwise 
called Arnes) form the N. W. end of the 
trapezium, about 3° apart. Gamma and 
Delta form the S. E. end and are about 

214° apart. Four or five degrees S. of 
Rigel are four very minute stars which 
form the ears of the Hare. The constel- 
lation is situated about 18? W. of the 
Great Dog (Canis Major) which, from 
the motion of tlie earth seems to be pur- 
suing Lepus as the Greyhounds do The 
Rear around the skies. It was one of 
those animals which Orion is said to have 
delighted in hunting, and for this reason 
was made into a constellation and placed 
near him in the heavens. 

Columba, or Noah's Dove as it is 
sometimes called, is about 16° W. of the 
Flare and is nearly on the same meridian 
with the Three Stars or "belt" of Orion. 
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It contains only 10 stars about 2½ apart. 
Phaet, the principal star, lies on the right 
and is the highest. The name “Noah's 
Dove” explains its story. 

Columba, astrologically, gives a gentle, 
kind, timid, innocent, seli-sacrificing na- 
ture together with strength of spirit 

According to Ptolemy, all the stars of 
Eridanus with the exception of Acher- 
nar, are like Saturn. He gives a love of 
knowledge and science, much travel and 
many changes, a position of authority, 
bub danger Ot acciuents, especially at sea, 
and of drowning. 

Eridanus, or The River Po, meanders 
over a very irregular space in the 
Heavens, and it is not easy nor desirable 
to trace out all its windings. It is more 
than 130° in length. The Northern half 
commences near Rigel in the foot of 
Orion, and flows out westerly in a ser- 
pentine course, nearly 40° to the Whale. 
It has 84 stars which exceed the ambi- 
tion of even a real star "fan" to trace. 
Finding Eridanus is a great tax on the 
back of the neck and the patience. 

Lepus, according to Ptolemy, acts 
astrologically like Saturn plus Mercury. 
It gives a quick wit, timidity, circum- 
spection, fecundity and defiance. 
Auriga, the Chariotcer, also called the 
Wagoner is represented by the figure of 
a man in a reclining position, with one 
foot upon the horn ot Taurus, with a 
goat and her kids in his left hand, and 
a bridle in his right. It is N. of Orion 
and Taurus, between Perseus on the W. 
and the Lynx on the E. Its mean declin- 
ation is 45° N. so that when it is on the 
meridian it is almost directly overhead 
in New England. It is on the same 
with and culminates at 
the same hour of the night.

Some suppose it to 
have been Erichthonius, fourth king of 
Athens, and son of Vulcan and Minerva, 
who awarded him a place in the 
on account of his many wonderful and 
useful inventions.

the inference is unavoidable that myth- 
ology is at fault on this point. Jamieson

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«| BUDDHA “SHALL NOT PASS’ 
Clergy Oppose Placing of His Statue 


New Vonk.— The vision of Buddha 
crosslegged in a quiet corner of Central 
park is not an appealing one to the Christ- 
ian and Jewish clergy of New York. 
They comment with disapproval, irony, 
and amusement on the proposal made by 
two Buddhists to Francis D. Gallatin, 
commissioner of parks, that an image of 
their god should find a place in Central 
park, 

The commissioner is submitting the 

proposal to the municipal art commission 
as an act of courtesy, but he denies that 
an application to proceed with the work 
has been made by the park department. 
To assuage the fears of the ministers he 
let it be known that Buddha is likely to 
remain squatted on the pedestal of the in- 
cense burner or perfume bottle and far 
from the green sward of the park. 
. Mr. Gallatin does not think the park 
a suitable place for religious statues of 
any kind—Venus, Bacchus, and other 
mythical figures, perhaps—but not the 
founders of religions. He was much 
surprised when C. Jaundoo and Fernand 
E. Querroy approached him with plans 
for a shrine designed by Jules Laget. 

He had had requests for gospel tents 
and prayer meeting stands, but never a 
suggestion for anything so bizarre as à 
shrine with Buddha enthroned within. He 
was informed, among other things, that 
there were five or six thousand Buddhists 
in the vicinity of New York. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise refused to take 
the project seriously. 

"TI wonder whether the proposal to 
erect a statue in Central park to Buddha 
comes from Will Rogers," he commented. 
"It is quite worthy of his fertile wit. 
Buddha! What's the matter with Ma- 
homet? What's the matter with Confu- 
cius, to say nothing of Bab? And there 
is a sect called the Mormons, and there 
was a Mrs. Eddy. What's the matter 
with any or all of these? 

"Let's have a nice, quiet lane in Cen 
tral park to b» set apart for the figures 
of religious founders from Buddha to 
the Bab, and let the devotees of these 
masters meet in friendly disputation with 
soon to be ex-Mayor Hylan as umpire 
or Controller Craig as alternate. 

"We have a Hall of Fame. Why not 
have the Mall—not hall—occupied by the 
figures we have made, and over it all be 
there invoked the spirit of Mark Twain 
or Oliver Wendell Holmes (father, not 
son) to do the irenic company ample 
justice. . 

"Three cheers for Buddha !" 


Dr. Christian F. Reisner of the Meth- 
odist church was frankly denunciatory. 
"It is ridiculous," he said. “This is a 
Christian land, No religion on earth 
teaches the brotherhood of man but the 
Christian religion, No one would think 
of permitting this. A sect that decrees 
its rl babies be thrown into ash cans! 
oreover, we put up statues of our 
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saints as reminders. But a statue of Bud- 
dha is a shrine to be worshiped.” 


“I think we should keep the statue of 
Buddha out of the park, by all means,” 
said Monsignor John L. Belford, rector 
of the Roman Catholic Church of the | 
Nativity, Brooklyn. “If we put up a 
statue of Buddha in a public place, why 
not erect [ Christ, the

ous statues in the parks."

Striking testimony concerning the 
mediumship of Mrs. Crandon, popular- 
ly known as “Margery,” was given in 
an address by Mr. Malcolm Bird. Mr. 
Bird was one of the Editors of the 
Scientific American, and was a member 
of the Committee appointed by. that 
journal to investigate psychic phen 
omena through "Margery," Mr, Harry 
Houdini, the illusionist and music hall 
artiste, was another of the party, and 
Mr. Houdini deliberately set himself 
out to discredit the medium, whether 
her phenomena were genuine or not 
Mr. Bird told part of the story in an 
address at Lily Dale on August 24th, 
which is summarised as follows in the 
National Spiritualist (U. S. A.): 


"I am at a loss how to introduce the 
subject of psychical research, If the 
audience know nothing about it, it ts 
difficult to put them in a state of mind 
where they can appreciate what I am 
talking about, And if they know 
something about it, they are usually 
Spiritualists making a religion of sci- 
ence, 


"The phenomena are of two sorts: 
physical and mental, as spirit mes- 
sages, I think most Spiritualists re 
gard messages as superior to physical 
phenomena. Speaking in a religious 
sense, that is undoubtedly true; but the 
scientist who all his life has dealt with 
physical causes finds these physical 
phenomena absorbing. If they occur, 
they will ultimately force a revision of 
scientific principles. You have to for- 
give the scientist for questioning occur 
rence and insisting on proof, because it 
is necessary, When he does question 
their occurrence with a fair mind, he 
finds that they do occur. 

“My name has been tied up with a 
ease which has gone as far in the direc- 
tion of proving that statement as any 
other physical case, I refer to the 
Margery mediumship, It was discov- 
ered in May, 1923.

When an 
object is being levitated the picture 
shows this ectoplasm. It has been said 
that the sitter 1s hallucinated, but you 
cannot hallucinate a camera, and you 
have to choose between genuineness 
and fraud in that case. We have this 
psychic photograph, and it has been 
suggested that the object on the plate 
is not carried in through the lens, but 
is produced inside the camera. But 
when we take the picture, the plate 
shows the psychic structure in perfect 
relation to the other objects, which 
drives us away from the idea that it 
was produced on the plate instead of 
through the lens. 


"These phenomena have also been 
recorded in a phonograph. If the pho- 
nograph says there was a noise, you 
cannot charge it to hallucination. 

"Houdini has said certain things 
about Margery that he knows are not 
true, And further, he has said things 
about her that I know are not true, 
whether Houdini knows it or not. 

"There can be no question about the 
incompetence of most of the investi- 
gators to handle the case. One pro- 
fessor of psychology who had been ex- 
posed to a brilliant demonstration was 
asked whether he regarded the pheno- 
mena as genuinely psychic, He said 
no, and the only reason he had was 
that to admit it would be to overthrow 
the philosophy of his lifetime. It is an 
illuminating statement. Another who 
regards himself as an extremely com- 
petent researcher heard the ringing of 
a bell enclosed in a box on his knee. 
He said the conditions were satisfac- 
tory except one; he was not sure 
whether the bell he heard ring was the 
bell on his knees or somewhere else. 
I mention this as showing the char- 
acter of the investigators, which has 
resulted in their failure to endorse the 
phenomena. I might mention another 
episode which I think is very sugges- 


tive A group of investigators was at 
work and the question arose whether 
Dingwall was satisfied as to the phe 
nomena He said he was not It ap- 


pears he changed his mind, but that is 
not so much the point as that MeDou 
gall, of Harvard, was à party to a con 
tract made that a complete record 
should be made of everything transpir 
ing in the investigation which was re 
warded as important. Houdini had left 
the seance room with no allegation of 
fraud, the record was made, and it con

The record made no suggestion how 
anyone could account tor it on the 
ground of fraud.

Crandon's feelings, or that he would 
be thrown out of the seance room

entific analysis. But science will not 
make any such admission without a 
struggle. Years ago, if you told a pro- 


fessor or scientific man that you saw 
things floating in the air without sup- 
port you would be regarded as a fit 
subject for the asylum. Now, we have 
plenty of scientists who take it seri- 
ously enough to investigate. My own 
feeling is that we should prove the 
physical phenomena and the Margery 
case has made a heavy contribution to 
wards that end. Scientists insist that 
every hypothesis shall be supported by 
facts. But as a matter of fact, sci- 
entists do not do that. Their advance 
has always been aided by the scien- 
tists imagination. When Darwin pro- 
mulgated his theory of evolution he 
formulated it without adequate facts 
to back him up. He had a number of 
facts, and then went to work with his 
imagination. Those who follow fill in 
the cracks. If you do not let imagina- 
tion play its part, nobody will start 
anything. But science has refused to 
do that in psychical research. It has 
refused to recognize the spirit hypo- 
thesis. We ought to advance that ex- 
planation or any other that our imag- 


ination suggests, and then seek the 
facts to prove it. That is what the 
psychical societies are doing. The 


facts lean more strongly towards the 
spirit hypothesis than any other, Tele- 
pathy does not answer, and we do not 
know that the spirit hypothesis an- 
swers very well. But the spirit hypo 
thesis lines up with the facts and is 
more consistent than any other, always 
with the reminder that we do not e: 
dorse the spirit hypothesis categor- 
ically. The Margery case and others 
point towards a state of affairs where 
we might look for a scientific basis 
that these things are due to sonx 
agency which we can not question.“

Children of Famous Parents Show 
Highest Grades 


Los ANcELEs, Dec. 13.—Mental and 
physical tests of nearly 1,000 gifted chil- 
dren in California public schools, con- 
ducted during a five year period by Pro- 
fessor Terman, noted psychologist of 
Stanford University, and a corps of as- 
sistants, has revealed a number of re- 
markably inte resting things, according to 
a statement on “gifted children” given 
out by Albert Edward Wiggam, noted 
psychologist. 

Some of the youngsters learned to read 
in their second year. The selected group 
was declared to possess mental powers 
far in advance of the average adult. 
They also possess great physical power, 
and are 25 per cent related to famous 
people in American history. 

First Mental Survey 

“California is the first state 

world to search for its geniuses,” Wig- 


gam says. “These children are the most 
probable future leaders of this state.”

A summary of tests of 906 “gifted 
children” during a period of five years 
shows: 


Mental rating from 140 to 190 as com- 
pared with the average mental rating of 
random groups of people of 90 to 100; 
gifted children weighed three-fourths of 
a pound more at birth than average 
babes; mothers reported only 3 per cent 
of cases of poor health of gifted children 
during first year of life; large proportion 
have broad shoulders and hips, strong 
muscles and well developed lungs. 


Youthful Prodigies 


Mental superiority is far greater than 
physical. Nearly half of the gifted group 
learned to read before starting to school; 
26 per cent before the age of 5, 6 per 
cent before 4 and 1 1-10 per cent before 
the age of 3. Most of them learned to 
read without any special instruction. 

“The most astounding thing is the gen- 
eral information possessed by these young 
geniuses,” says Wiggam. “This seemed 
to depend very little upon whether. they 
had been to school or not. Their curiosi- 
ty has always been insatiable. 

"Of the sixty-two members of the hall 
of fame nearly one-fourth are related to 
one or more of these children. 

“The careers of the children are to be 
followed to find out how they succeeded 
in practical life.”

Within the last few years the defense 
of hypnotic suggestion has made its ap- 
pearance in pleadings with the view of 
showing no intent and no responsibility 
on the part of the accused. Probably the 
first case where hypnotic suggestion was 
set up as a defense was in the Gouffe 
murder trial in Paris in 1891. The two 
questions were, did the woman, Marie 
Bompard, commit the murder while un- 
der the influence of hypnotic suggestion? 
And, if the commission of a crime is 
suggested to a person while in the hyp- 
notic state is the will so affected that 
the person having committed the crime 
is irresponsible? 


This case was reheard in Paris a few 
years ago, and Madame Bompard given 
opportunity to be replaced in the hyp- 
notic state, M. Charcot, who was ac- 
quainted with the first trial, was the 
operator of Madame Bompard. After 
placing the accused in a complete hyp- 
notic state M. Charcot asked her to tell 
how the murder happened. With actions 
as perfect, as a reality she acted out her 
part telling exactly what she said and 
answering questions what her man at- 
tendant and the victim said. When 
taken from the state she could tell 
nothing any more than she had been 
hypnotized. 


Charcot, the greatest hypnotist of his 
day, was consulted and he said, “The 
will was not sufficiently strong to 
frustrate malevolent counsels.” There 
was evidence showing she had been hyp- 
notized often and thrown into the 
sommambulistic state, a profound sleep. 
But this evidence was not allowed to go 
to the jury as the judge held it irrele- 
vant, The case bas since been retried 
and Madame Bompard released from 
prison and living now in France after 
being thrown into the hypnotic state 
and relating the facts showing the ques- 
tión of intent.

Can hypnotism be in any way made use 
ful to justice? Tibienthal says, "It can 
under some conditions, and for some 
purpose, But, it appears to me that it 
itis a method for producing the evidence 
and furthering justice it should be used 
when possible. It certainly might be 
used to decide whether a person were 
hypnotizable or not, and it might be 
used to obtain a statement which the 
accused or the witness cannot give in the 
wakened state. For in later hypnosis 
all that has occurred in earlier states 
is recalled. And by re-hypnotizing the 
subject the case might be cleared up." 


Tibienthal holds that statements made 
as Madame Bompard did while in the 
hypnotic state are not admissible as they 
were not made according to or contrar) 
to the subject's will. Moll does not say 
whether admissible or not. But as wit- 
nesses are often forced to tell of things 
which they would like to conceal. Tibien 
thal's position cannot hold good. The 
court searches for the facts and does not 
matter about a person's wishes as to what 
facts he wishes to give. 


Anyway, in Minnesota, says the Su 
preme Court, the accused murderer is to 
be put into an hypnotic state and by sug 
gestion is to tell of the crime. The 
story is to be taken down in shorthand 
and if it coincides with his story while 
awake it will be taken as true, i. e., that 
he committed the crime under the in- 
fluence of hypnotic suggestion. Gen 
erally, subjects cannot remember, upon

He is Mr. Noel Jaquin, a dark, clean- 
shaven palmist who has "read" the 
hands of Sir Oliver Lodge, Sir John 
Lavery, Miss Sybil Thorndike, and 
many other celebrities.

Good health is shown by firm, 
smooth hands, with the lines clearly 
marked. Many small hair-like lines 


indicate extreme sensitiveness and irri- 
tability; and when the lines are very 
red and the skin dry there is a tend- 
ency to fever. White or pale lines on 
the hand generally indicate anaemia 
Do you suffer from rheumatism? If 
$0, you probably have a soft silky skin. 
Small half-moons on the hand are said 
to denote a bad circulation. 
Enclosing the thumb is the life line, 
and if you can find a small island on 


this line under the middle finger, it is* 


Supposed to be an unfailing pointer to 
Spinal disease. The middle line of the 
"M" on the palm of the hand is known 
as the head line, and when this is 
broken or forms an island, brain fever 
is likely. If a slight fraying of the line 
is noticeable the person is probably 
overworking his brain. Small lines 
crossing the head line indicate a tend- 
ency to nervous headaches and neu- 
ralgia. 

The line that runs roughly from the 
base of the forefinger to below the lit- 
tle finger is called the heart line. Fine 
lines crossing this line under the mid- 
dle finger prophesy rheumatic fever, 
and if it is "feathered" below the first 
and second fingers a tendency to con- 
sumption is shown. 

A young woman was astonished re- 
cently when Mr. Jaquin told her that 
her father died of consumption. There 
were no marks of the disease on her 
right hand, but they were visible on 
the left, which shows hereditary traits 

Heart disease and sudden seizures 
are indicated by large black dots and 
islands on the heart line. Mr. Jaquin 
cites the case of a woman whose hand- 
prints he happened to examine. He 

diagnosed chronic heart trouble, and 
suggested medical attention. She dis- 
regarded his advice and died within 
three months, But a post-mortem ex- 
amination confirmed the palmist's de- 
ductions.

"Saturn, in the last decan of Scorpio, 
affects Persia and the Caspian, and also 


the Western coast of North America, 
including Vancouver and the sporad of 
isles to the west of Canada. Its quadrature 
to Neptune, Mars and Jupiter, in 1926, 
will effect widespread devastations of a 
seismic character, accompanied by great 
inundations. In March, 1927, it forms its 
opposition to Mars, being then in the first 
decan of Sagittarius. The sinister in- 
fluence is then moving to the' frontiers 
of India on the north-west, and also in- 
volving the safety of California. During 
December, 1927, it forms its conjunction 
with Mars, aud its action is then cen- 
tralised over the west parts of India and 
over Mexico. Mars repeats its activities 
in the same regions by forming an op- 
position to Saturn in August, 1928.

What that condition will be seems beyond 
the power of my science to estimate, but

"I may now bring this section to a 
close, having, as I think, clearly demon- 
strated the fact that the symbolism of the 
heavens has some definite relations to the 
affairs of human terrestrial experience.

There are 
Many unexplained laws in nature which 
leave us latitude enough to introduce new 
ideas and observations without doing vio- 
lence to human reason. Nobody has yet 
explained why one planet has but one 
satellite and others a whole galaxy, nor 

yet why Saturn revolves its axis 

ence in ten hours and a quarter, and 
the earth once in twenty-four hours, 
and the moon once in a month: Science 
is replete with unexplained facts. If 
we add one more to the category by 
insisting upon the fact that many coin- 
cidences make a law, we have only ‘to 
multiply those instances in order to

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establish the recognition of that law. | 
Without therefore going further into 
the mass of observations which we 


have been enabled to make in regard to 
the Geodetical Equivalents of celestial 
positions, we may confidently look to the 
reader to admit the veridical value of 
those observations in the course of time, 
when events here predicted shall have 


taken place in harmony with the changes 
occurring in the heavens. More than this 
we do not seek to prove, that there is a 
connectedness between celestial pheno- 
mena and mundane happenings, and that 


cosmic symbolism is the key to the 
understanding of that  astro-mundane 
relationship. In m» sincere belief the 
time is quite near when many who have 
scoffed at the idea of planetary in- 
fluence in human life will turn to it 
for light and guidance, only because 
all other means have failed and 


science is dumbfounded by the sudden 
development of forces over which it has 
no control and cannot pretend to under- 
stand. Then it will be recognized that 
from the beginning the function of the 
celestial bodies was not to give light upon 
the earth merely, but to “be for signs as 
well as for seasons,” the greater light 
"for the rule of the day," and the lesser 
light “for the rule of the night—with the 
stars."

or ether, its prana as Udana, up- 
going life-wind,” and its power as 
Para shakti, “the supreme power." 
This chakra acts through the phar- 
yngeal plexus on the thyroid and 
parathyroid glands. 

The cavernous plexus corresponds 
to Ajna chakra between the eye- 
brows. This is described as hav- 
ing ninety-six petals, divided in two 
halves of forty-eight petals each. 
One-half is rosy red with yellow 
around; in the other half, purple 
blue is predominant. Through this 
chakra we begin to see clairvoyant- 
ly. As its power is given Mantrika 
shakti, the occult "power of speech." 
This chakra acts through the cav- 
ernous plexus on the pituitary body. 

The cervical plexus in the head 

corresponds to Sahasrara chakra at 
the top of the head. This appears 
like a grand flower of nine hundred 
and sixty petals, dagglingly white, 
and golden in the middle. When 
this chakra is fully awakened, we 
can leave the body fully conscious 
and return with the memory of 
what we have experienced. Daivi- 
prakriti, “divine essence,” is given 
as its shakti or power.

SET INTO TYPES 
By Kenneth M. Ellis 


I do not recall, offhand, just what was 
the first occult revision of the New 
Testament. There have been several, 
most of which have met obscure birth 
and still more hidden death. Of course, 
there have been purely occult apocrypha 
—fresh material of a biblical cast of 
character, ranging from the Book of 
Mormon, Oahspe, and others, to the 
Aquarian Gospel and one or two other 
interesting records. But of the purely 
occult or metaphysical “editings” of the 
Bible, New or Old Testament, I have lost 
track of those earlier productions, which 
I seem to recall having perused some 
years ago. 


At any rate, we are in receipt this 
month of “The People’s New Covenant,” 
a complete translation of the New Testa- 
ment, in which the translator has com- 
pressed the meanings of the vital phrases 
to the interpretation most nearly in ac- 
cord with the metaphysical thought of 
which he is the exponent. Citing the 
errors in previous translations, and de- 
claring the translation at hand to be au- 
thoritative in and of itself, he has pro- 
duced a very interesting piece of reading, 
and added to the already expansive list 
of biblical curiosa. The text naturally 
loses in majesty of diction, which may 
after all be no fault, since truthful ex- 
egesis is more vital than euphony or 
rhetorical period. 


The chief material of interest to the 
occultist lies in the copious and com- 
mentative foot notes, and in the preface 
and explanatory index. It is published 
by the translator, Arthur E. Overbury. 


Also we are in receipt of Volumes I 
and II of The Old Testament Transla- 
tions of Dr. James Moffatt, of the or- 
thodox school, which contain much illu- 
minating matter in the new wordings. 
These conform more accurately to mod- 
ern usage with a freedom of expression 
hitherto not achieved in orthodox trans- 
lations, It is always a matter of regret 
to this writer that translations of the 
Scriptures cannot be made set in modern 
speech and at the same time made to 
preserve something of the dialectical 
elegance of the King James version. 
This is no sentimental attachment to the 
K, J., but merely a reflection of my love 
of the beauties which lie in language, 
and which many of our modern poets 
have demonstrated can be achieved even 
in the current and ephemeral passages of 
linguistic change. Even slang can 
made beautiful, and I am enough of a 
ritualist to love the ^g and the 
trimmings of De di = ay eld where 
red ge icd rid are con- 
joined. rge and Company are 
publishing the Moffatt translation. 

Not 8 biblical, but of inestimable 
value to the researcher, is Dr. 


Joseph Klausner's "Jesus of Nazareth" 
translated from the Hebrew by Dr. Her- 
bert Danby, D.D. It is the first dispas- 
sionate authoritative discussion of Jesus 
as viewed by the thinking Jews of His 
period. And, to some extent, since his 
period. Dr. Klausner has exploded many 
of the prejudices against Jesus which 
abound in Judaism, and has traced to 
their Mishnaic, Baraitic, Gemara, and 
Talmudic sources all of the references to 
Jesus in the vast literature of the Jews 
Those acquainted with the significance of 
the present time in an occult sense will 
rejoice to know that it is one of the first 
fruits of that cultural revival denomi- 
nated “Zionism,” and is one of the first 
great pieces of literary significance to 
come from the spiritually reinvigorated 
Palestine. It is published by Macmillan. 

Inasmuch as this department of The 
Occult Digest is not so much concerned 
with publication dates of as it is 
with the matter that lies between the 
covers, it is not inapropos to call again 
to the attention of earnest students, Mr 
A. P. Sinnett’s “The Collected Fruits of 
Occult Teaching.” Mr. Sinnett is one of 
the very few survivors of the first be- 
ginnings of the Theosophical movement 
(which includes, of course, the Theosoph- 
ical Society), and speaks with authority 
on all matters theosophical. The papers 
which comprise this collection present 
more or less clearly the rationale of that 
great movement, and contain much help- 
ful material. Written in impeccable 
English, and in a style clear enough to 
be comprehended by one unfamiliar with 
occult teaching in general, J. B. Lippin- 
cott Company, have made them into an 
octavo volume of very practical value to

cialist in theosophical fields. There are

Proposals for the Prevention of 
Illegal Uses. 


Many proposals have been made for 
avoiding the possible dangers to health 
and morals by hypnotizing. In Holland 
the hypnotizing of the insane and infants 
is only entrusted to physicians. And 
public exhibitions are prohibited in Hol- 
land, and also in Cincinnatti, by Ordi- 
nance. It would be well to avoid all 
difficulties by enacting laws to that effect, 
but when we find some people hypno- 
tizing themselves, the law might infringe 
upon their personal rights. As yet only 
one state in America, California, has 
dealt with hypnotism in its Supreme 
Court. The placing of a person in an 
hypnotle state for no high motive than 
the amusement of uncultured persons 
adverse to the will of the subject will 
certainly place the operator liable to the 
law, and when the conditions are dis- 
covered, justice will be rendered accord- 


ingly.

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@ ANCIENT STATUES 

Show Beauty Ideals of 40,000 Years Ago 
VIENNA, Dec. 14.—Beauty ideals of 
40,000 years ago are expressed in several 
figures of women carved in burnt clay, 
about five inches high, found this autumn 
during excavations by Professor Dr. Ab- 
solon, on behalf of the Brunn Museum, 
at Unter- Wisternitz, in Moravia, now a 
province of Czecho-Slovakia, close to the 
Austrian frontier. 

The shoulder blades and muscles of 
the back are strongly defined, and they 
are declared by Dr. Absolon to be the 
oldest known figures of this type and 
material, and perhaps the oldest sculp- 
tures in the world. Most of the some- 
what similar figures found in France have 
been of mammoth ivory or soapstone. 

Every day brings to light further pre- 
historic relics in the Unter-Wisternitz 
area of exploration, which is on the Pol- 
lau Hills. Five skeletons of mammoths 
have been found recently, near the sur- 
face, in a space of about five yards 
square.—Chicago Herald and Examiner. 


@ DENY “TUT DISCOVERY” 


Toronto Scientist Declares Body of King 
Still Unfound 

Toronto, Dec. 12.—The body of King 
Tutankhamen hasn’t yet been found, ac- 
cording to Dr. Fred Morphy, Egyptolo- 
gist, of Toronto, and there is no immedi- 
ate prospect of its being brought to light. 

The mummy unearthed at Luxor by 
Howard Carter and other noted antiquar- 
ians, is not that of the most-discussed of 


all the Pharaohs, nor of any of the 
former rulers of Egypt, Dr. Morphy 
declares. 


“A great deal has been made of the 
fact that the coffin was covered with 
gold,” he points out. “This has been 
taken as indicating the rank of the body 
buried inside. As a matter of fact, when 
Tutankhamen lived, the most precious 
metal was not gold, but silver; and it is 
only reasonable to suppose that for a 
king, the coffin would have been covered 
with the latter metal. 

“Again, two daggers found with the 
body were taken as an evidence of kingly 
rank. In the days of the eighteenth 
dynasty, to which Tutankhamen belonged, 
the indication of highest rank, was the 
staff, and not the sword or dagger; so 
here, too, is evidence which refutes the 
opinions of the Egyptologists.” 

"Another conclusive proof that the 
mummy is not that of Tutankhamen, Dr. 
Morphy avers, is the fact that no papyri 
recording the life of the supposed ruler, 
has been found in the tomb. Such a 
scroll was invariably buried with the 
ancient kings, he states,"

belief that the Egyptian process of em- 
balming is a lost art is unfounded.

of antiauities announces that the clear- 
ances for the conservation of the main 
entrance of the great temple at Terash 
the classical Gerasa, or Decapolis hevond 
the Tordan, have disclosed the grand stair- 
wav leadine up from the via principalis 
together with a dedicatorv inscription and 
altar.
